The National Union of

The unions court action 
comes onbly 24 hours before a 
meeting of the Nottinghamshire 
area council in Mansfield at 
which mandated delegates are 
expected to approve the rule 
change by more than the 
required two-thirds majority. At 
least 28 of the 31 branches in 
the coalfielf have voted in 
favour ofthe change. 

The NUM case will be that 
the Nottinghamshire area is not 
entitled to remove Rule 30, 
which siates that where there is 
a conflict between area rules 
and national rules “the rules of 
the national union shall apply”. 

The NUM case is being 
supported in court by two 
Nottinghamshire miners, Mf 
Geoffrey Spencer. who returned 
10 work some months ago but is 
now off sick. and Mr Jim 
Dowen. a sıriking miner.

The move to change the rules in

From Mr Michael White 

Sir, 1 had just finished reading 
David Plourighr's letter 10 you 
atlacking a proposed levy on films 
on {television when the Christmas 
issue of the TI’ Times and Radio 
Tinıcs arrived. 

There are over 120 films being 
shown on television over the 
Christmas and new year period, 
which averages over eight films a 
day. It is 1herefore hardly surprising 
that film makers are arguing for a 
levy. especially as cinemagoing is 
suffering a further decline, 

Even with the munificence of 
Channel! 4, it is extremely difficult to 
finance films in this country and the 
average amount of money paid for a 
film by the television companies is 
barely enough to make a short. This, 
coupled with the decline in cinema- 
going. leaves the film producer in a 
serious position. to the detriment of 
the British film industry. 

It is somewhat ironic that Mr 
Plowright uses the films Gandhi and 
Chariols of Fire to illustrate the 
strength of the British fîlm industry 
as, without foreign moncy, perhaps 
neither of these films would have 
been made. It is nro secret that 
Gandhi took well over 10 ycars 1o 
finance. 

The introduction of a levy on 
films transmitted on television 
would be instrumental in maintain- 
ing the existence of the film industry’ 
in this counlry.

Fron the Chairman Golderest Films 
and Television Limited 
Sir. 1 do not disagree with many of 
the points made by Mr David 
Plowrigll (December 12) repreşent- 
ing 1he Independent Television 
Comparmies ' Association. However, 
he speaks as if the proposed future 
film levy would be an onerous 
burden on ITV. This is not the case, 
Perhaps a few facts would be useful. 
lı is difficult to know precisely 
how much ITV pays for its films. 
We at Coldcrêst estimate that the 
ITV sysıem shows about 360 films a 
year. that is, approximately one for 
cach day, Of {hese films about 90 are 
So-called “firsı-run films", that is, 
they are being shown for the first 
time, and of these films about 0 per 
cent are British. 

We estimale that ITV pays 
around £250,000 for each first-run 
fîlm and therefore let us assume thal 
the total film purchases of the ITV 
system are around £25 million. 

A small levy of, say. 5 per cent 
would raise 1 „25 million. U is 
arguable whether this would be a 
cost to ihe broadcasters or would in 
cffecl become a cost to {he 
producers. Even if the full cost fell to 
1he broadcasters, which I very much 
doubt, then 1he net cost afler the 
ITV levy and lax to the ITV system 
would be abouı £250,000. and hence 
1he average ITV company would 
suffer a penalty of only £25,000 afler 
1ax, It hardly seems worth fighting a 
major battle over such a paltry sum. 
There are much more serious issues 
facing ITV. 

Despile the small cost 10 the 
broadcasters. the effect on Brilish 
producers could be significant if the 
£1.25 million levy were redistributed 
to the LO per cent of films that were 
British; then the additional revenue 
from 1elevision would be raised by 
£120.000 or by 50 per cent on 
average. This would be particularly 
significant for the low-budget Briish 


new, lucrative, child-centred sexual 
market.

Fiom ‘the Chairman of British 
Caledonian Airways . ۹ 
Sir. Any reading of the newspapéê 
over the last two days could lend one 


fo the conclusion that the debate . 
. about the national airports policy is 


concerned principally with 1he 
protection . of. the countryside and 
environmental issues mainly con- 
nêçted with aircraft noise. 2 

The inspector, Mr Graham Eyre. 
has dealt wilh both these issues in 
his reporL He recognised ‘the 
problem but has argued that the 
environmental issues are not suf- 
ficient to justify the rejection of 
expansion at Stansled, 

There are other issues which, in 
the national contex1, are very much 
more . imporlant which have also 
been addressed by Mr Eyre. lt is 
perhaps necessary to remind your 
readers of these issues so that the 
debate abouı future airports policy 
does take inlo account the issues 
that arc important tO the nation. 

First, air iransport is a thriving 
and growing _industry in Britain. 
Recent growth has been rapid and 
substantial further growth is pre- 
dicted. The industry has an excellent 
record both in employment and 
crealîng new jobs. J1 also has an 
excellenı record in carning foreign 
currency and in bringing 10 this 
country large numbers of foreign 
visitors who have malerially ben- 
cfited our balance of trade, 

For the indusuy 10 continue this 
excellent record, and in particular 
for it.to create substantial numbers 
of new jobs in the future, there needs 
1o0 be adequate airport capacily 
throughout Britain but particularly 
in the South-easl. The inspector has 
identified very clearly when existing 
airport resources will be exhausted 
cven if the arbitrary limit of air 
transport movements al Heathrow is 
relaxed. 

Second. some papers suggest that 
developmen of airporis in , the 
Midlands, the North, ‘and .in 
Scotland can in some way replace 
the devclopment of further facilities 
in the South-casl. Airporls away 
from the South-east are all develop- 
ing strongly. not just because there is 
a political will for them to develop 
but because there is a sirong demand 
for air transport which is being met 
by the development policies of those 
airports. 

All the projections are that the 
growth of both scheduled and 
charter services at airporls away 
from the South-east will continue. It 
will be necessary for those airports 
10 be developed - and BCal strongly 
supports this principle — but in no 
way should this further development 
reduce thc capacity requirements in 
1he South-casL Both can and should 
be met. 

Third. and most important, in the 
newspapers there appears l0 have 


10 cope with the increased traffic 
using lhe crossing as the rest of the 
.M23-comes on stream. - 


However, what cannot easily be 
improved is the capacity of the 
tunnels themselves 10 cope with 
future levels of motorway traffic and 
1 am afraid that Mir Nicholson's plea 
for the immediate abolition would, 
by 1he attraclion of even more 
traffic, only bring forward 1he time 
when serious congestion could be a 
regular feature of conditions at the 
tunnel. 


The councils have been pressing 
the Department of Transport for 
some time now 10 undertake an 
urgent study of the need 10 provide 
additional cross-river capacity and I 
would hope that the debate on tolls 
is not allowed to cloud the real issue.

As honeymoons go, Mr Robin. Leigh-

tardy in responding adequately to the

solution — nationalizing JMB ~ could 
hardly have been less ‘palatable to Mrs 
Thatcher and - her closest Cabinet col- 
leagues who immediately began distancing, 
1hemselves from the whole unsatisfactory 
business. A . 

Their embarrassment deepened when 
Dr David Owen, the SDP leader, saw his 
opportunily to admonish both’ Govern- 
„ment and Bank - and took it with 
characteristic flair. 

Neither Mrs Thatcher nor Mr Lawson 
forgive easily. The laser beam of their 
disapprobrium was quickly focused on the 
depuiy-governor of the bank, Mr Chris- 
topher “Kit” ‘McMahon, whose five-year 
term happens 1o end early ih the nêw year. 
In so far as he can be held responsible for .

By nature, 
1emperament and ability, Mr Leigh-Per- 
mberton was: always destined to be more 
of a chairman of the Bank and less of a 
Governor in the: traditional, : executive 
sense. It followed that the depuly-gover- 
nor, a man of great technical ability and 
considerable central banking cxperience, 
would assume the managing director role. 
Nol to put too fine a point on it, Mr. 
McMahon's authority cannot . help .but 
spread across the Bank of England 
spectrum. AS Mr Lcigh-Pemberlon's 
appointment was inspired by the Prime 
Minister's belief that aficr Lord Richard- 
son the political balance in the Bank 
needcd to be sharply redressced,’ it is not 
difficul to understand any move that 
might undermine Mr McMahon. 

The risk is that the deputy-governor 
may already feel that his position has been 
made untenabie and his only option is to 
leave the Bank. Such a decision would 
reflect no credit on anyone. Morcover it, 
would undoubtedly damage the Bank both 
in the City and abroad. 

The apparent failings in the Bank's 
supervisory responsibilities, which cannot 
advance the career of Mr Peter Cooke, 
head of banking supervision, are a matter

‘The flotation of British Telecom 

was extremely successful and 
surprised even the most optimistic 
supporters of privatization. Previous 
alitempts to sell off other government 
stock had not had the same response, 
but British Telecom was t10 prove 
different. There are many who were 
fearful of a shareholder register that 
was measured in hundreds of 
thousands if not millions. There were 
others who believed that a new breed 
of capitalist-socialists was about to be 
mn. 
Both supporters and opponents 
recognize the big brother status of 
British Telecom. Maybe Orwell had it 
right after all.

Such legislation had been discussed in 
Britain for about 20 years but 
governments of both right and left 
had been reluctant to legislate.
